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REMARKS 

Claims 1-11 are pending in this application. Claim 1 has been amended and claims 7-11 
have been added. No new matter has been introduced as a result of these amendments. 
Paragraph 1 of the application has been amended to reflect the serial numbers of the cross 
referenced applications. The Applicants acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 5 
and 6 contain allowable subject matter. 

Rejections Under 35 USC 102 

In light of the amendments to claim 1, the Applicants respectfully request the removal of 
the rejections under 35 USC 102. In particular, independent claim has been amended to 
incorporate the feature of each array is associated with corresponding first and second electrical 
bond pads for independently controlling emission current fi-om each array. US Patent No. 
5,869,924 to Kim requires that each array of the sub assembly are controlled through common 
contacts, thereby preventing independent control of each array. As amended, claim 1 specifies 
that each array of the sub assembly is independently controlled. Support for this amendment 
may be found in Figure 2, and the corresponding text of the specification. This feature is neither 
disclosed nor suggested by Kim. Claims 2-11 depend form claim 1, and are not anticipated by 
Kim for at least these reasons. 

Rejections Under 35 USC 103 

Claims 2-4 were rejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Kim. Claims 2- 
4 depend fi*om claim 1. As mentioned above, claim 1, as amended, is not anticipated by Kim. It 
would not have been obvious to modify Kim to provide independent control of each array as 
that would require redesigning the structure disclosed by Kim. Accordingly, Applicants
